The Program has closed four (4) loans using ARRA funds: Elkhart ($600K),
Jeffersonville($772K),Goshen ($425K) and Columbus ($553K).

During this quarter City of Indianapolis completed Sherriff van propane conversions, and
the DPW Vans bi-fuel retrofits. Completed projects include Citizens Energy station
upgrade, Sysco 54 hybrid Class 8 trucks, INDOT Propane infrastructure construction and
vehicle retrofits, Lassus Brothers E85 station retrofits and new build station, Renewable
Dairy CNG fueling station, and KAKCO CNG Station upgrade.

SEP projects are all underway and in various stages of completion; equipment ordered,
engineering completed, or starting installation. During this quarter OED reviewed and
scored the 100+ applications for CHIP projects. Seventeen grants were awarded. All
contracts have been issued and work has begun on all projects. Also during this quarter
OED reviewed and scored the Alternative Fuel Vehicle Grant that was opened last
quarter. Four grants were awarded for the purchase of CNG and hybrid vehicles. All

All efficiency projects are complete. During the previous quarter, OED opened a program
called Community Energy Plan. The Community Energy Plan Program is no cost to
participating communities and the Community Energy Plan is worth an average $56,300
per community. As of the end of this quarter (Dec 2011), 6 completed plans have been
received. The remaining 12 communities will have all work completed in the coming
quarter and all plans will be received by the end of the quarter (March 2012)
